Tke Philippines, 

We take the liberty of publish¬ 
ing acme extracts from a letter of 
an exceedingly well informed gen¬ 
tleman who has been in tho Phil¬ 
ippine Islands for months—a gen¬ 
tleman of culture and intellect and 
character—whose statements can 
be relied upon. And wo hove no 
doubt of the accuracy and wisdom 
of bis statements. Nor have wo 
any doubt of the nltimat) decision 
of the American people conoering 
these islands. As Judge Culbert¬ 
son pithily expressed it, “We have 
done expanded.*' As the President 
happily put it in one of hie late 
speeches: “It is no longer a ques¬ 
tion of expansion but of contrac¬ 
tion. 44 Under the treaty of Paris 
those Islands are legally and con¬ 
stitutionally as much a part of 
the United States as the states 
formed out of the Louisiana Terri¬ 
tory and those formed out of the 
territory purchased from Mexioo 
—that is, as completely and legal¬ 
ly as Missouri, Louisiana, Arkan¬ 
sas, California, Oregon, Nebraska 
and Texas. Treaties when ratified 
are by the constitution placed up- 
on the same footing as the consti¬ 
tution and the laws passed in pur¬ 
suance of the constitution. Mr. 
Bryan and thoae who are making 
such a clamor seem to forget or 
not to understand this. The Pres¬ 
ident has no more power or right 
to surrender the Philippines or a 
single foot of any one of those 
islands then he has to surrender 
St. Louis, New Orleans, San Fran¬ 
cisco or Omaha; and he would be 
as flagrantly derelict in duty if bo 
permitted lawlessness, outrage and 
refusal to submit to the law in 
those islands as he would if he 
permitted it in Kansas or Ne¬ 
braska. 

The day for discussiou as to tho 
status of those islands has passed. 
We are responsible for tho peace, 
good order and froedom of those 
islands as we are in Arizona, New 
Mexico or Alaska. It is worse 
than folley—it savors of criminal 
aid to those who are shooting 
down our soldiers to make the mis- 

f ;nided followers of Aguinaldo be- 
ieve that they can achieve aught 
but ruin and disaster by armed re¬ 
volt against the United .States. It 
is miserable demagogery to de¬ 
nounce the President for maintain¬ 
ing order by the military forces iu 
those islands; this is his sworn du¬ 
ty—he is compelled to see that the 
laws are executed. 

And it would be a most danger¬ 
ous precedent to establish that 
Congress under our constitution 
can alienate territory. We have 
surrendered claim to disputed ter¬ 
ritory by treaty agreeing to a fixed 
boundary as in the foolish and 
wicked treaty by which we sur¬ 
rendered British Columbia, Puget 
Hound and gave Canada a frout- 
age upon tho Pacific Ocean. But 
this is the extremest limit in that 
direction. Whatever may be tho 
constitutional power of Congress 
to surrender territory, it is one we 
do not dostre to see exercised. 

It is now immaterial whether we 
obtained those islands by purchase 
or by oonquest; our title is now by 
treaty, which treaty is the supreme 
law of the land—expressly made 
so by the constitution; under it 
those islands are as completely 
part of the republic as Manhattan 
island or Washington City. It is 
nonsense to urge that purchase is 
either an unusual or improper 
mode of obtaining title. Jefferson 
bought the Louisiana territory; 
under Polk we purchased territory 
from Mexico; under Johnson we pur -1 
chawd Alaska—except in the case 
of Texas and Porto Rico, we have 
paid for acquired territory. Cow¬ 
ardice and humiliation may wrest 
those islands from us. In no other 
way will they ever be separated.! 
A cowardly President may with¬ 
draw our troops; a dishonorable 
Congress may surrender to Agui- 
naldo; this arid this alone is the 
only possibility; and we do not bo- 
linve this a possibility. We can 
not conceive of auy American 
President or any Congress surrend¬ 
ering to the armed enemies of the 


country aud lowering the flag in 
disgrace. 

“Thepeople at home in the states 
do not know the condition as it ex¬ 
ists here aud I firmly believe if 
General Otis is kept in charge and 
pursues his present policy, if it 
can be called a policy, this war 
will last for years. A good wide¬ 
awake man with the foroes at hand 
could have whippodthe insurgents 
into submission long ore this; but 
nothing is done. If they attack ua 
we defend ourselves, naturally; 
but such a thing as aggression is 
almost unknown except when an 
officer, tired of loafing, takes tho 
bit iu hie teeth and runs the risk 
of a coutt-martial. If General 
Miles were sent here with power to 
do as the case demands it would be 
ended in sixty day. The islands 
are perfect treasures—no one who 
has not seen them can form inad¬ 
equate idea of their worth. Crops 
grow without being touched aft<r 
the planting. Sugar, rice, tobacco, 
hemp—in fact, anything that is 
raised in any tropical oountry 
grows almost for the asking. That 
they have miuerala of great worth 
isbeingdemonstrated almost daily. 
Copper, ooal, tin, silver and gold 
abound. And the day will come 
when a hundred times tho price 
we paid for them will be cheap. 
As soon as the natives realize that 
their efforts will briag into their 
own coffers its just deserts they 
will be industrious, they are not 
lazy now; but in the past all they 
made was taken from them by 
some means, fair or foul, usually 
the latter, until they came to think 
that all that was needed wm 
enough to subsist om and they 
labored to that end alone. But 
whan once demonstrated that what 
they come by honestly will here¬ 
after be their own they will work 
like so many Turks. They are 
naturally industrious, cleanly in 
their habits and person to a point 
of scrupulousness, polite aud in¬ 
genious; certainly no one could 
ask more from the remains of a 
Bpainsh possession. If yon have 
not seen it I wonld call your at¬ 
tention to an article on the Phil¬ 
ippines by Hon. John Barrett in 
the August number of Mnnsey's 
Magazine. As fur as it goes it sets 
forth conditions as they exist. 44 — 
Lexington Herald.
